years. 
As a scholar, he won a 
Phi Beta Kappa key in his jun­ 
ior year. 
As an actor, he appear­

“ Black Boy”, ‘Porgy,” 
•Show B oat”, and 
“The 
Hairy 
Ape.” 
In the spring of 1930, he

but the w ildcat strikes

ruined T rum an’s hand when it comes to 
social legislation and is bound to have its 
effect on the next election.

ated by the m ilitary w hen it comes 
to 
conscription, the garbled

knew governm ent inside and

served as a flying football squad to go into 
this departm ent or that on special jobs. 
W hat Trum an needs today is a few Tommy 
Corcorans. 
Instead he 
has 
surrounded 
him self w ith a bunch of genial, w ell-m ean­ 
ing gentlemen, largely from Missouri or

DEER EXPECTED 


Over 10,000 Are Taken 
Out Of U. P. Before 
End Of Season 


Michigan’s 15-day deer 
season 
closed yesterday, one of the most 
successful in hunting history. 
By Thursday night at the Straits 
of Mackinac 9,101 deer had been 
taken south out of the Upper Pen­ 
insula. and the total for the season 
was expected to exceed the pre­ 
vious record of slightly over 10,- 
000 in 1941, it was reported by the 
conservation department. 
It was 
also pointed out that in 1941 the 
law permitted the taking of does 
as well as bucks as camp deer, 
m d the count at the Straits in­ 
cluded a number of does. 
This 
year the 
count 
included 
only 
bucks. 
Besides the figure on deer at 
the 
Straits, 
it 
was 
reported 
through the conservation 
depart­ 
ment headquarters office in Es­ 
canaba that 1,159 
permits 
had 
been issued for the transportation 
of deer out of the Upper Penin­ 
sula through Wisconsin. 
The 
total 
number 
of 
bucks 
killed in the U. P. during 14 days 
of the 15-day season would be 
well over 10,000. 
In addition to the deer 
taken 
south at the Straits, there were al­ 
so 161 bear, 19 coyotes, 
15 bob 
cats, 8 wolves, 25 fox and one 
lynx, 
conservation 
officers 
re­ 
ported. 
The season 
started 
off 
with 
rather dismal prospects of success 
for most hunters. The woods were 
dry and noisy for a few days, fol­ 
lowed by a period of 
rain 
and 
storm. 
On 
Thanksgiving 
Day 
there was a heavy snowfall rang­ 
ing from 7 to 9 inches in Delta 
county, followed by better hunting 
conditions that included tracking 
snow. 
In Delta county one person was 
killed and two were injured in 
deer hunting accidents this sea­ 
son. 
The 1944 season also result­ 
ed in one death in the county.

I ani glad to see that the sports­ 
men and the conservation depart­ 
ments are discussing burning over 
areas to increase 
the food

game birds and for deer. Many 
of us who have observed the ef­ 
fects of burning have advocated 
this for years but we have always 
been very careful 
in what 
we 
said. 
We have been afraid that the 
hunters will go too far with the 
burning and kill the land, rather 
than help it. We fear that if they 
once decide that 
burning 
is a 
good thing, 
they will overdo 
it 
and cause so much damage it will 
have to be banned forever. 
When a 
hunter speaks 
about 
burning over the land, he uses the 
wrong language, for he leaves out 
the most important word of his 
discussion. 
This word is “con­ 
trolled.” 
“Controlled 
burning” 
means a great 
deal; 
“burning” 
means nothing 
but 
harm 
and 
trouble.

Controlled burning means that 
the land is studied and only those 
areas 
which 
are 
sure 
to 
be 
helped will be burned under very 
strict supervision. 
But to set fire 
to any and all lands, at the whim 
or the decision of all of us at any 
time is not only utterly foolish 
but very dangerous.

Christmas mailing at the Escanaba 
postoffice, and unless early mail­ 
ing warnings are observed it may 
mean a rush a few days before 
Christmas. 
Also 
this 
year 
the 
holiday falls on Tuesday, an im­ 
portant factor in handling exces­ 
sive quantities of mail over the 
preceding weekend. 
Postmaster Cleary’ has been ad­ 
vised bv the postmaster general 
that: 
“The public should be informed 
that the necessity for early mail­ 
ing of Christmas cards, gifts and 
gift parcels is most imperative due 
to the shortage of 
trained 
em­ 
ployes throughout the postal serv­ 
ice. 
“Mailings for distant states should 
be deposited well in advance of 
Dec. IO, and Christmas greeting 
cards for local delivery should be 
mailed not later than Dec. 15. to 
assure delivery before Christmas 
Day.*’ 
Staiting Saturday. Dec. 8. and 
continuing on Dec. 15 and 22. the 
two following Saturdays before 
Christmas, all postoffice service 
windows will be open all day, it 
was announced. 
Starting Dec. IO the stamp win­ 
dow will be open until 7 p. rn. 
instead of closing at 6 p. rn., and 
will 
remain 
open later than 7 
o’clock if the volume of business 
makes that necessary. 
It is already too late for over­ 
seas mailing intended to arrive at 
Christmas time. 
This year, for 
the first time since the war started. 
Christmas mail was received at 
Escanaba addressed to Norway, 
Sweden and other European coun­ 
tries.

E A. Wenner, county agricul­ 
tural agent, said that so far only 
about 50 permit forms for cutting 
and transporting Christmas trees 
have been issued by his office.

nears. 
Last year prices paid on ever­ 
greens ranged as high as 60 cents 
per tree on the stump for trees up 
to six feet high. 
Usual price is

Demand for trees has increased 
during the war years, hut prices 
this year are not expected to be 
as high as last season. 
Thousands of trees are being 
taken out by truck as well as rail.

A rthur^ invasion of the Philip­ 
pines. 
In two months of lighting on 
Leyte, the Deadeye Dnision had 
notched 7000 Japs 
on its 
col­ 
lective rifle. 
When the 
division 
hit 
the 
beaches at Okinawa along with 
the 7th Infantry Division, it im­ 
mediately 
distinguished 
itself 
when one of its sergeants, racing 
Inland 600 yards, planted the first 
American flag on the soil of the 
Ryukyus. 
After weeks of deadly fighting, 
the 96th doughs swarmed 
over 
Tombstone 
Ridge and, 
in mid- 
May, hit the fanatically defended 
Conical 
Hill, 
overlooking 
vital 
Yonabaru airfield. 
When 
the 
Deadeye took Conical Hill, 
the 
Japs had lost their last good ob­ 
servation post on the island. Then 
the division proceeded to gobble 
up the airfield. 
A month later, the 
Deadeye 
doughs cracked the center of the 
Jap southern defense line by tak­ 
ing Yaeju Hill, and pushed on to 
the south. 
The 7000 .Taps the division had 
accounted for on Leyte seemed 
insignificant when the Deadeyes
